And it is hereby further Enatted, That all the Charges and Ex- 
pences incident to and attending the Obtaining and Paſſing of this Act, 
and of the ſurveying, meaſuring, dividing, and alloting the Lands and 
Gounds intended to be incloſed as aforeſaid, and of the preparing 
and inrolling the ſaid Award or Inſtrument, and all other the 
Charges and Expences of the ſaid Commiſſioners, and other the

And be it further Enacted, That if any Perſon or Perſons 
ſhall think him, her, or themſelves aggrieved by any Thing done 
in purſuance of this Act (other than and except ſuch Orders and 
Determinations of the ſaid Commiſſioners as are herein before de- 
clared to be final and concluſive) then and in every ſuch Caſe he, 
ſhe, or they may appeal to the General Quarter Seſſions of the Peace 
which ſhall be held for the County of Warwick within Six Ca- 
lendar Months next after the Cauſe of Complaint ſhall have ariſen 5 
and the Juſtices, in their faid General Quarter Seſſions, are hereby re-

Provided always, and it is hereby further Enatted and 
Declared, by the Authority aforeſaid, That Nothing in this Act 
contained ſhall prejudice, leſſen, or defeat the Right, Title, or In- 
tereſt of any Lord or Lords of the Manor or Manore, or reputed 
Manor or Manors, Lordſhip or Lordſhips within the Juriſdiction or 
Limits whereof the ſaid open and common Fields, Grounds, com. 
monable Lands and Premiſes hereby directed to be incloſed, or any 
Part thereof, are ſituate, lying, and being, or comprized of, in, 
and to the Seigniories and Royalties incident or belonging to ſuch 
Manor or Manors, or reputed Manor or Manors reſpectively; but 
that all or every ſuch Lord or Lords for the Time being, and all and 
every other Perſon or Perſons claiming under him or them as Lord of 
Lords of the ſaid Manor or Manors, Lordſhip or Lordſhips ſhall 
and may from time to time and all Times hereafter hold and enjoy 
all Rents, Services, Courts, Perquiſites, and Profits of Courts, and 
all other Rights, Royalties, and Privileges to the ſaid Manor or 
Manors, Lordſhip or Lordſhips reſpectively incident or appendant, 
belonging or appertaining (other than and except ſuch Common of
